SCHOSKfER ! 

I  think  that  I  have  learned  a  great  deal  about  how  to  look 
at  automobiles  with  a  more  critical  eye  now  as  a  result  of 
Jo's  and  Barney's  remarks  about  thdse  cars.  First  of  all, 
I  have  learned  about  the  importance  of  differentiating 
function  and  size  in  the  design  of  a  car,  and  that  this  in 
turn  determines  the  overall  design. 

There  is  no  question  that  automobiles  are  "hollow,  rolling 
sculpture",  but  they  are  generally  made  in  factories  for 
durable  use  and  mass  consumption,  so  very  different  from 
the  sculpture  that  we  exhibit  in  the  Museum. 

And  now,  before  we  see  our  Masterpiece  of  the  Past  for 
today,  I  see  that  Vern  Wilson  is  ready  to  tell  you  about 
a  special  exhibition  that  we  have  arranged  for  you.
